THE FIVE-DAY WEEK. 

The five-day week and the six-hour 
day evidently have glamour. At all 
events no price seems too big to pay 
for them. When living was reasonable 
in cost and production kept well ahead 
of demand, the working day was at 
least ten hours and the working week 
at leadt six days in this country, while 
it was a good deal longer in most of 
the other countries. But now that the 
cost of living is almost prohibitive, 
when the country is groaning under 
the shortage of production, when labor 
is much scarcer, and every argument 
points to dire necessity for more work 
on the part of every individual one of 
us and greater production in every in- 
dustry—that is the psychological era 
in which to introduce the five-day week 
and the six-hour day. Aggravating the 
condition at both ends, a hair of the 
dog that bit us, is apparéntly re- 
garded by some employers as the arch- 
remedy for the country's w 

It is dificult for the average mind to 
grasp this form of reasoning. To the 
ordinarily intelligent student of condi- 
tions it would surely seem that this is 
the time of all others when every class 
of labor should put its shoulder to the 
wheel, when every ounce of energy 
should be strained and every daylight 
hour utilized to restore conditions of 
living to a reasonable level, to pro- 
méte production and distribution. to 
bring down, prices. Moreover, from a 
national point of view, from an inter- 
national point of view, when the com- 
petition for world trade is so keen, 
when reconstruction is going on every- 
where, when the whole world is crying 
out for materials and produce, what 
sort of a competition can the United 
States put up against foreign countries, 
where intense industry and economy of 
time and expenditure are the order of 
the day? 

The five-day week raises high prices 
still higher and aggravates conditions 
in this country that are 
able. 

Many foreign countries. as for in- 
stance, Japan, work seven days a week, 
When the half- 


dustry, production was at its height. 
labor was plentiful, the cost of living 
cheap, and the holiday was hailed as 
a boon and a blessing. England and 
the United States adopted it long be- 
fore other countries, many of which, 
like France, continued the Sunday 
trading, maintaining a seven-day week.

generally. But now the United States 
seems bent upon making it a Fool's 
Paradise, the land of opportunity for 
idleness, extravagance—and an ever- 
lasting shortage of everything else. 
Perhaps, as the pessimists declare, 
conditions must be much worse before 
they can become any better. Nothing 
but a drastic experience of the doc- 
trine of supply and demand—copious 
demand and minimum ly—can 
bring the country to ite And 
then, perchance, it ‘will be painfully 
necessary to appreciate the bitter truth, 
when we shall doubtless be compelled 
to swing back to the other extreme 
and pay all too dearly for every hour 
of our slacking. Russia, under the 
workers’ millennium, Bolshevism, has 
already made this painful discovery, 
and the Bolshevik government re- 
cently celebrated its public holidays, as 
in Moscow on May Day. with double 
work. It is an embarsassing truism that 
every privilege has to be earned and 


paid for in this disconcerting world..

IRD, FOURTH OR FIFTH PARTY? 

There was a marshaling of the repre- 
sentatives of the hosts of discontent ‘n Chi- 
cago yesterday for the avowed purpose of 
forming a new. politica] party. Wiements 
that failed in the Republican and Demo- 
cratic conventions were represented. From 
this distance it looks as though they were 
sorting over the politica! refuse left In the 
can, honing to find a buried treasure there. 
Senator Reed of Missouri was cast out of 
the.San Francisco convention; and Reed is 
mentioned as the/leader of a new party 
backed and sponsored hy Hearst. La Fol- 
lette was hissed out of the Chicago conven- 
tion: and La Follette now appears as a 
candidate for leadership of the new party. 
Henry Ford was a candidate for President 
before the Chicago convention of 1916; he 
was a candidate for the Senate as a Demo- 
erat in Michigan two years later: and now 
he is sald to be willing to lead the new 
party movement. 

When the roll was called in the opening 
session of the convention the Sinn Feiners, 
the Plumh Plan League, the Single Taxers, 
the Non new as- 
sociation of German societies: al! answered 
“Here.” Representatives of the I.,W.W. and 
the Russian soviets were also among these 
present. -The keynoter made plain that the 
convention had assembled just in time to 
keep the eountry «from being kidnaped by 
the bold bad men who robbed the delegates 
to the Republican and Democratic conven- 


- tions of their votes and used them to nom- 


inate candidates the delegates didn’t want 
to nominate. The new party, as yet un- 
numbered and unnamed, is opposed to every- 
thine that is. Whatever now exists its 
wrong. The Republican and Democratic 
conventions failed to follow the torch of 
soviet Russia; they are even suspected of 
a desire to maintain existing American in- 
stitutions: neither of them was willing to 
declare war against Great Britain in the 
interest of Irish freedom. 

Tt is plain that something must be done 
quickly or representative government will 
be re-established in this country. 

“The principal cause of the people's dis-

by economic action,” shouted the keynoter 
in a fine frenzy. This sally was greeted 
by vociferous applause. The delegates were 
not at all disturbe@® by the fact that eco- 
nomic questions are never settled by po- 
litical action. 

Here are the principles and programs ad- 
vocated by the different groups represented: 

Abolish private ownership of land. 

Declare war against Great Britain. 

Sovietize American industry. 

Sign an immediate peace with Germany, 
waving all claims to indemnity and return- 
ing the seized German ships. 

Abolish representative government. 

Discard the American Constitution. 

Abolish police departments in American 
cities. 

Close all county, State and Federal! courts. 

Take what they now possess from those 
that have and give it to the have-nots. 

Abolish the pay envelope. 

Bring back the saloon and the grog shop. 

That platform seenis broad enough to 
cover the discontent of all elements repre- 
sented: but it is causing no end of wren- 
gling and dissension. Each group thinks 
the others are trying to get too much. When 
the Hearst group met Friday night to in- 
dorse Senator Reed the Hearst bosses lost 
control and the caucus indorsed Debs in- 
stead: pledging all those it represented to 
vote the Soctalist ticket. When the Single 
Taxers met they refused to accept La Fol- 
lette as their choice for President because 
La Follette was on record against the sin- 
gle tax. The pro-German societies have re- 
fused to indorse any candidate who is not 
of German* birth or descent. The Plumb 
Plan Leaguers wanted the Single Taxers 
thrown out. the convention. The wets 
threatened a walk-out if the convention re- 
fused to adopt a plank demanding the !m- 
mediate repeal of the Bighteenth Amend- 
ment. The Labor group refused to take 
part in the deliberations unless they were 
assured that the new party should be called 
the United Labor party. 

A convention so divided against iteelf is 
not likely to be capable of united action on 
anything.

There's a call for the producer. . 

He doesn’t seem to be working full 
strength on the production end and there 
isn’t much chance for a drop in the price 
of « single thing until a lot of waste motion 
is cut out and the good ola producer gets 
down to brass tacks. 

Various departments of the government 
service are alarmed over the farm prob- 
lems of the nation. Thousands of acres of 
agricultural lands in both the new and older 
sections of the country are virtually aban- 
doned. ‘a spite of the high prices for grain. 
fruits and other products of farm and or- 
chard the farmer is not satisfied. Wither 
he cannot find anyone to aid him sow and 
harvest or else he must pay his help such 
attractive Wages as to wreck his own 


¢éhance for profit. 


The one-man farm where the owner can 
himself do all the work that is essential 
appears to be about the only sure-fire mon- 


er-maker and there are not enough of 


these to go very far toward feeding Amer- 
ica. 

Every day we are confronted hy warn- 
ings—fresh announcements that still higher 
prices are necessary for farm produce and 
that even a famine is to be feared. It ts 


absolutely impossible to get help enough 


to put in next season's grain crop or to 


harvest this. Within two years America 


will be going supperiess to bed. There will 
be no grain for stock or poultry. Eggs will 


be a dollar a dozen and flour $20 a barrel. 


Baby will have no milk and father no dough- 


nuts.

California is disturbed over the Japanese 
menace, yet is dependent upon the Japa- 
nese for all the green things that go to the 
table. With Chinese farm help bere under 
a short-term contract there would be ho 
further menace from the Japs. The Chi- 
nese labor could be had for half what is 
being paid to Japanese workers today. Chi- 
nese labor is faithful, fndustrious and rea- 
sonably intelligent. The Chinese are good 
gardeners. To a Chinaman accustomed to 
work in the fields All his life for ten or 
twelve cents a day a contract for three 
years in America at a dollar a day would 
seem like opening up fairyland. He would 
coring back enough money to keep him in 
Chinese luxury for the rest of his life. 

The Chinaman is honest, polite and we!!l- 
behaved. He doesn't insult women or shoot 
up a town. His greatest dissipation is buy- 
ing a lottery ticket now and then and he 
doesn’t advertise this vice. He can stand 
the California sun or accustom himself to

the rigors of a colder climate. He 
ig a handy workman to bave around 
at any old time and he is not a 
stickler for an eight-hour day. An 
industrial army of Chinese tollers 
would release thousands of wn- 
skilled white workers for better-pay- 
ing and more responsible jobs. 

As already stated in The Times 
and in sundry magazine articles, 
France experimented with Chipese 
contract labor during the war with 
complete success. The government 
had an agreement for the services 
of 200,000 Chinese workers for a 
term Of three years. They loaded 


and unloaded ships, built railroads, 


cleared up the battlefields and ‘id 
many litnes of labor in order that 
sons of France might be released 
for war duty or more responsible 
tasks. When their three years were 
up they left for their native land as 
quietly and unobtrusively as they 
came.

“Case No. 2.—Alexandria Pro- 
kofiewa was a volunteer Red Cross 
nurse during the war. She has lost 
all her possessions, and is now too
